In consiSering the success 


In consiSering the success 
ef the work of the Social- 
Democratic members of the- state 
legislature, it must be remembered 
tto there are only 6 Socialists 
out of a total of 133 members. It 
It not to be expected, of course, that 
very many of theiii measures could 
be carried—especially not the more 
ndical ones. Their measures, bow- 
erer, serve to show conclusively 
that the Socialists are fully able to 
offer a constructive program of 
procedure. While they never lose 
tight of the final purpose of the So¬ 
cialist movement, they are neverthe¬ 
less able to propose a definite 
program by which the present so¬ 
cial order is to be transformed into 
the Socialist republic. 

It is also to be noted that what 
the Social-Democrats have been 
able to accomplish is shown, not 
only in the measures which thev 
have introduced and championed. 
They have also been very active in 
the support of other measures 
which move m the direction of a 
better social order, and have made 
tbefiiselves felt in a very decide 
and effective way against those 
aoeasures which were to the disad¬ 
vantage of the people. 

ComitiitUe Appointmrnts. 

The most important work of the 
legislature, as is well known, is 
done in the committees. Naturally, 
therefore, the degree of fairness 
and deference shown our members 
of the. legislature by the dominant 
party is measured by the committee 
appointment which the members 
received. In this respect the So-' 
dalists certainly fared remarkably 
velL The most important com- 
■dttees of the legislature are ^e 
judiciary; transportation, cities, 
manufa^ires and labor, and public 
bralth. The Socialists were given 
ptominent places on all these com- 
■uttees, except the judiciary. Com¬ 
rade Alldridgc was made a member 
of the committee on cities and fed¬ 
eral relations: Comrade Berner on 
BobUc health. Brodchausen and 
iWcber, who are respectively sec- 
fetary and state orguizer of the 


iWistnosin State Federation of La¬ 
bor, were both appointed ?s mem¬ 
bers on the committee on manufac¬ 
tures and labor. This appoiiftment 
was pre-eminently apprtmriate, and 
Aowed an espedaily fair spirh. 
Brodchausen was also appoint^ on 
committee'on lumber and Min- 
log, and Weber 00 committee on 
fluid reading. Comrade Thompson 
was made a member of the trans¬ 
portation committee, which, in 
many respects, was one of the most 
iniportant committees of the legis¬ 
lature, ladling all of the public 
utility matters. 

S^tor Rummel was made a 
member of three of the most impor¬ 
tant committees of the senate^ viz.; 
manufactures and labor, banks and 
inaarance, and elections. 

It will be seen from this that the 
SodsUsts were given remarkably 

r od committee apopintments. It 
needless to say that every com- 
tade made it a special point to at¬ 
tend faithfully and' oonsdentiouily 
to the committee work. 

. . 'The fidd of the legislatire ac- 
thr^ of the SodaHsia may be 
fiviM into four parts—mnnidpal, 
state, labor, and federal measures. 

/. Mumeipd Uttuttru. 

With reference to the great ques- 
flon of the rounidpality, the most 
characteristic feature of the So¬ 


cialist legislation is the struggle for 
home ruk for cities. The Sodslists 


beHevc deeply in sdf-^emment, 
.^and e^wdally in the right of the 
people «{ die dty tn gowent tbem- 
adm with remect to their own 
loca] affairs. The domiiiaitt parties, 
aoff’eseedaOy die RepuUieaa parly, 
ioclwmif even the reform eteneiit, 
are moving itroi^y kway from the 
p ' i a cip le of selfguiv e ni a ie Bt and 
gome rule with reference to nranici- 
eal problems. This tendency showed 
itsdf most dcddedlv in the passa« 
of the so-called public utilities bill, 
whkh put the entire controi of the 
public utifides of all the dties of die 
state under the railroad rate com- 
miaaioii. Hus commission is made 
iq> of three men appointed by the 
governor. AO queattons coocern- 
wg rates, quality of servk% valua- 
metfara of acoounth^. etc., 
are to be determined by tbia oom- 
mi a sio ii. Evenr public udKty oor- 
p n rad en is to be granted an afaao- 
iMe amawpoly, aa the ooh faasia of 
dm most aoMomkid admnairation 
and therefore of Ipskt rates. The 
fraaddsea art mdeto i ni i u i lr tltat 
W, the dty aaqr .terminate diem at 
any tiroev pru i i i iag it MBb tha 
coadidans req uir ed In the railroad 
rate commission. Pnhtic oymenhip 
emmot he undertaken enoept }n the 
oonaent of die railraad oommissian 
and on sack tana as it determiiies. 

It 1^ he seen at once how ooro- 
iMttatbiiaaeaanre does away srith 


self-government on the part of the 
cities. The Sodal-Deinocrats 
naturally, while approving all the 
good features of the bill, most stub¬ 
bornly protested against this ele¬ 
ment. They also supported the sub¬ 
stitute measure introduced by the 
Democrats which provided for a 
CTcater degTK of home rule, and 
tor the principle of referendum 
upon these matters. 

The s^ne struggle for home rule 
and sel*government for the dties 
manifestdl itself again in the fight 
over the question of the sch^l 
board for Milwaukee. ' The So- 
rialists stood consistently for an 
elective school board, for wliich the 
people of Milwaukee had petitioned j 
almost unanimously. | 

.Again, in the letter of providing 
for twelve aldermen at large instead 
of two from each ward, the Social- 
Democrats urged that before the 
law go into effect it be referred to 
the people of Milwaukee in order 
that they might have an opportunity 
of expressing their will in the mat¬ 
ter. But this was voted down. It 
was definitely stated in the debate 
that it was not a question of what 
Milwaukee wanted, but what the 
members of the legislature thought 
it ought fo have. 

Next to the struggle for home 
rule for the cities, the Socialists took 
every possible opportunity for ad¬ 
vancing the cause of munici|>al 
ownership. The first step in this 
direction is generally a law author¬ 
izing the cities to establish munici¬ 
pal ownership. The Social-Demo¬ 
crats in the Milwaukee city council 
had introduced resolutions asking 
the legislature to pass a law which 
should authorize the dty to con¬ 
struct and operate an ice plant, 
slaughter houses, and a municipal 
dredge. These resolutions had 
been unanimously adopted by the 
city council of Milwaukee. Ac¬ 
cordingly these measures came be¬ 
fore the lerislature with the added 
weight of the unanimous support of 
the representatives of the larmt 
city in the state. Naturally, the So- 
dalisti made a strong effort to se¬ 
cure the passage of tMsc bills. They 
were supported also by many of 
the Milwaukee delegation. But the 
conservatiam of the country mem¬ 
bers of the Repnblican .and Demo¬ 
cratic parties finally overthrew all 
of them. 

With reference to certain details 
of the city light, the Socialists in¬ 
troduced -measures providing for 
proper heating of street cars, for 
the forfeiture of franchises by cor- 
poratioas that failed to make use 
of them, and several other meas¬ 
ures of a similar nature. 

Direct legislation has also been 
a feature on the Social-Democratic 
prograni Our represenutives in- 
troouM'wharVas acknowledged 
to be the most carefully drawn 
measures, providing for the initia¬ 
tive and referendum for cities. This 
measure received considerable sup¬ 
port, but naturally was finally 
killed in both houses. 

Certain members of the legislar 
hire were quite loud in their profes- 
skis of beUef in the initiative and 
referendum, but the emptineu of 
this profession sras veiV qciddy 
shown whenever the matter came 
to test. For example. Assembly¬ 
man Jackson introduced a measure 
providing for a coostitotkiiial 
amendmat to provide for the ref¬ 
erendum, and even went so far as 
to secure the services of a speaker 
to address the assembly upon the 
subject It would natundly be sup¬ 
pose that in such a case the meas¬ 
ures would certainly idwayt bive 
the support of sudi men. As a 
matter of fact, when upon certain 
ilBport aa t matters the Sodalisls of¬ 
fered amendmenlB, asktng that 
measures be ref e r r e d to the people 
of Bie dty before going into effect. 
Hr. Jackson tad others of his knd 
were the first to vote against the 
ref erendum. This, of ooorse, 
makes their attitude very dear. The 
sup port of measures of this sort 
by the “reform" dement is simply 
a vote-catchii^ proposition. 

. The Sodalists not only intro¬ 
duced measures providing for direct 
legislation by the peopl^ but also 
offered amendments to many of the 
more important measures which 
were introdnoed in the legislature, 
asldag for a referendum in order 
that me peopk might have a chance 
to exprm thdr rrilL This was 
done especiany on such measures as 
ffie Sooafists had r eas on to bd^eve 
were being farted through against 
the will of the people, as in the 
case of the c han ge of die law pro- 
vfafing for twelve aMerawnthurge 
in the dty of Mihrankee, fhe puh- 
Hc sdsitol b o ar d bOL and the pdh- 
Sc mihty bOL Every such trrasore 
was vot^ down by me Republicans 
and Demo cra ts.

It. regard to our methods of 
..rojwganda in Wisconsin there arc 
three principal features. 

In the first place, all of our work, 
all of our i>latf jnui, and all of our 
propaganda rpeeclie^ are Ui>cd 
upon international coiLstriictivc So¬ 
cialism. I mean tlial we deal with 
the actual problems that coulroni 
the city. \Ve always tell the |>c<v 
pic frankly in our sjK-eclies and 
Iraflet.s ilmt we are working (or the 
ultimate overthrow of the capitalist 
svslem. and the establishment of I 
the co-operative commonwealth. 
Hut we always tell them tliat in 
every respect, ami w ith reference to 
every detail of the city life, we pro- 
I«ise to give them a belter adimnis- 
tralH.ii. W'e Qotisider no matter tliat 
concerns the" common need of tlie 
people as foreign to our jirogram. 

< )n the questksns of scIkxjIs, of elec¬ 
tric light, of water works, of sew¬ 
ers, of garbage ,dis|x>sal, of public 
health, in short, anything and 
everytliing tlul interests the peo¬ 
ple, upon all these matters \vc take 
a decided and [lositive stand. And 
U|>on practically every one of these 
matters, we are squarely opposed 
by the c^iiialist interests. And vet, 
in spite of them, we gain steadily 
in jKrtver. 

t he w<jrkiiig out of our position 


is the best 
of Socialist propaganda. It is literal- 


day fi'r five or six weeks preceding 
elects 111. 

The third feature of the Socialist 
propaganda work in Milwaukee is 
tile noon-day factory meetings. In 
every c3iii|>aigti we plan to have 
speakers enough so that we can 
send a speaker at least two or three 
different tiuKS to each important 
factory of fite city. This work is 
systematically arranged, . and the, 
dates arc fixed beforehand for the 
whole campaign. We have four or 
five comrades engaged to help the 
speakers. Thc.se men give all their 
time to the factory meetings. They 
take bundles of literature and go to 
tlie factories iri the morning to dis¬ 
tribute the literature and tell the 
men that at noon there will be a 
sinrakcr to address them. Tlicv 
then go hack to hcailquarters, work 
on the literature, and prepare it for 
distribution the next day, 4n(l then 
take the s|icakcr and pilot him out 
to the factory. Each of these 
workers is provided with a banner, 
which is hung on an iron rod, about 
Ifivc feet tall, made of small gas 
pifie and sliarpcncd so that it can 
be thrust into the ground anywhere, 
where the men can see it. They are 
also provided with megaphones, so 
that as soon as the men have 
finished their dinners, they an¬ 
nounce tlic meeting. 

Most of the factories in Milwau¬ 
kee have but one-lialf hour for din¬ 
ner. But every one inside, know¬ 
ing that there is to be a Socialist 
spe^er, have generally finished 
their luncli in fifteen minutes, and 
pour out in great numbers to listen 
to the address. Fifteen minutes is 
not a long time to make a Socialist 
speech. But we drill our speakers

In another column js given an 
account of the Socialist activity of 
our men in the legislature, ffiir 
twelve Social-Democratic aldermen 
in the .Milwaukee city council have, 
of course, a narrower scope for ac¬ 
tion. But they have made a good 
stand against the encroachments of 
corporatiisns and capitalists great 
and small. They have defended the 
rights of the working class. The 
result of all this is that the work- 
ingnien of Mils>aukce thoroughly 
realize that the Social-DcnKxrralic 
(S(Kialist) |)arty is really what it 
claims to Im;— the party of the pro¬ 
letariat. .\ovviiere I.'. -America is 
the ^Socialist movement so strongly 
proletarian as in Wisconsin. 

Under these circumstances, the 
old parlies arc in great dread of the 
Socialists. The public has begun 
to take account of us. Even on the 


bone case, 
resolutions passed upon this subject 
by various labor organizations, this 
was unique in that it was presented 
by representatives of the Wiscon¬ 
sin working class who are memlicrs 
of the slate legislature. And, 
strangely enough, the resohuion, 
thougli sent to the most conserva¬ 
tive committee in the assembly, re¬ 
ceived several votes for its passage. 
These men, dissenting from the ma¬ 
jority of the committee, stood on the 
floor with the Socialists and several 
others for the passage of the reso¬ 
lution. This action created consid¬ 
erable excitement among the con¬ 
servative elements of the state. 

An effort was made through 
resolution to secure a constitutional 
convention for the state of Wiscon¬ 
sin, in order that many of the out¬ 
grown features might be revised. In 
this effort the Socialists were very 
ably supported by many of the 
strongest men in the legislature. 
Howes'er, conservatism again pre¬

it. But the Socihlists are not in¬ 
fluenced by partial views upon any 
public question. A study of the 
^thenbuTg system shows that it Ls 
not a sv’stem cl public ownership, 
and thwefore could not be sup¬ 
ported. The Sodaliits therefore 
presented a resolution setting forth 
at length wltat they believe to he a 
correct, scientific attitude that so¬
